Work’ started Wednesday after- 
noon of removing 18,970 trees 
alongside Glades highways. Thom- 
as Handley, of Pahokee, has been 
awarded the contract by the State 
Road Department for removal of 
the hazatdous trees which, during 
the past three hurricanes, have 
blocked highways in the Glades 
section of Palm Beach County. 

The trees have been planted 
alongside the highways from the 
Hendry county line to Six Mile 
Bridge out from Belle Glade and 
from Belle Glade to ‘Pahokee. 
There is another stretch of them 
between Canal Point and Twenty-

In Tuesday afternoon's edition of 
The Miami Daily News there ap- 
peared an article by William Bis- 
choff which, we believe, will be of 
interest to every person in the 
Glades since it is about grasses 
grown here. We are reprinting it 
and want Mr. Bischoff to have full 
and complete credit for writing it. 
It follows: 

Cattle can’t always be trusted to 
eat the kind of grasses that put 
the most beef on their bones, says 
Dr. Roy Bair, agronomist at the 
Everglades experiment station. 

Beef cattle at the experiment 
station near Belle/Glade fad to be 
taught to eat St. AuguStine grass, 
says Dr, Bair, but after they learn- 
ed, the grass helped them make a 
world. record for beef production 
by putting on 2,089 pounds of beef 
per acre of grass. 

Dr. Bair says St. Augustine 
grass was not too highly regardud 
by cattlemen, because they noticed 
when it was in the pastune with 
other grasses, such as Para, Pan- 
gola and Bermuda, the cattle graz- 
ed the other grasses in preference. 

When cattle were fenced in on 
St.. Augustine pasture at the ex- 
periment station, says Dr. Bair, 
they soon learned to like the grass. 


St. Augustine Grass Puts 
Beef On Cattle’s Bones 


to three times as much on it as on | 
the other grasses, which they had 
originally to ther] 
taste. a 

It wasn't necessarily bad judg- 
ment on the part of the cattle in 
choosing other grasses, though, 
says the agronomist. When cattle 
don’t get enough phosphate, copper 
or cobalt in their diet, they will 
unerringly, graze on the grasses 
which have been provided with the’ 
missing elements through the fer- 
tilizer. 

When cattle were fenced on St. 
Augustine pasture for beefmaking 
tests at the ‘experiment station, 
they were supplied with all the elc- 
ments they needed. Some were fur- 
nished in the form of fertilizer’ ap- 
plied to the grasses. Others were 
included as. mineral supplements 
in the salt boxes. 

Dr. Bair reports that St. Au 
gustine is rapidly becoming the 
most popular grass.on ranches 
where the soil is rich and water 
control good. It stays green in 
Spite of frosts, keeps on growing 
in cool weather that retards other 
Grasses and makes grazing every 
month in the year. 

The agronomist warns, how- 
ever, that St. Augustine shouid

the land gets either too wet or too 
dry. Flooding will kill it and 
drought will open the way to in- 
festations of chinchbugs, he says. 

For pasture where water control 
is not too good, Dr. Bair suggests 
other grasses which have been 
proven in Florida. A ge for in- 
stance, while it doeS not make as 
much beef as St. Augustine, will 
tolerate much,more water and also 
much more drought. 

When ‘supplied with enough fer- 
tilizer and water, ‘Pangola_ will 
grow equally well ort much, sand or 
iimestone soils, says Dr. Bair. 

Although Pangola, originally 
sent from Africa as a gift- from 
Jan Christian Smuts to the late 
| President Roosevelt, will not tol- 


agronomist, it doeg make good 
growth in cool weather and will 
thus provide good pasture during 
most.of the winter months in Flor- 
ida. 

For ranches where water control 
is uncertain,~Dr. Bair, suggests 
Para and Carib grasses, because 
either will stand any amount of 
flooding. They have the disadvant- 
age of not growing when the 
weather is cool, and both are very 
sensitive to frost, but cattle prefer 
them to St. Augustine, even though 
the latter puts on more beef.
